Reports from farflung sections of 
the country the past week show in- 
creased buying, new construction, and 
expanded production schedules. 

Save in retail trade, business ana- | 
lysts acknowledge that gajns are not 
striking. Nevertheless, business  in- 
dices generally show higher levels 
than at this time last year. The 
peaks of the summer of 1933 have not 
been reached, but business is not go- 
ing into the slump that it did in the 
last quarter of last year. 

Effects Not Yet Felt. 

lt is too early, business commenta- 
tors say, to look for decisive results 
from the fresh determination to co 
operate to accelerate busines’, as ex~ 
pressed by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States last week, and) 
within recent weeks by the American 
Bankers and Investment Bankers As- 
sociations. 

But the statistics indicate, it 1s 
widely agreed, that business and in-, 
dustry are ripe for the fresh recovery 
drive that is developing. 
| Heavy industry still lags, but steel

| eration for the fourth successive week, , 
and figures just released on the 
volume of residential building con-| 
tracts let in the states east of the, 
Rockies for the month of October} 
show a jump of 50 per cent over Sep- | 
tember, and 20 per cent over October 
of last year, small as the total still 
is in comparison with the building 
boom years 1924-28.

MACON, Ga., Nov. 18.—(?)—The 
sixty-eighth annual convention of the 


South Georgia conference of the Meth- 
odist Kpiscopal Church, South, was 
concluded here today with the read- 
ing of appointments of ministers for 
the coming year. 

Bishop W. N. Ainsworth, presiding, 
read the assignments at 2:30 p, m. 
today after services ordaniing a class 
of six young men to the order of eld- 
ers in the church. Throughout the day 
visiting’ ministers spoke at the vari- 
ous Protestant churches over the city 
in devotional services. | 

The bishop preached the morning 
service at Vineville Methodist church 
where the sessions of ‘the convention 
have been held. The six ordained as 
elders were John G. Ivey, E,. R, 
Lewis, Mevlin E. Peavy, J. W. M. 
Stipes, Jacob L. Millis and Arva C. 
Floyd. 

Many of the ‘approximately 500 
clerical and lay delegates left immedi- 
ately after the afternoon closing ses- 
sion of the convention for their homes, 
but others remained over until tomor- 
row morning. Most of them are visit- 
ing in the homes of Macon church and 
laymen. 

Against Dry Change. 

The convention yesterday wound 
up its principal business by taking a 
stand against any move to change the 
state prohibition laws, against war, 
against smoking by women and against 
indecent movies. It voted to sponsor 
a campaign to boycott movies deemed 
improper, and indicated that individ- 
uals would seek to bring pressure to 
bear on the state legislature, not only 
to oppose repeal of the dry laws but 
also to avoid a referendum on the 
question. . : 

It also went on record as favoring 
a universal draft law to press ,capital 
and industry as well as men into na- 
| tional service during war time to take 
|away the profit-making motive of 
|wars and approved of the present 
munitions probe in the senate.

Melton, if plans: materialize, will 
be given the floor of council to urge 
adoption of the Spring street pro- 
posal, and Councilman G. Dan 
Bridges, chairman of the police com- 
mittee, has announced that he will 
ask that all other recommendations 
of the survey group on which the 
committee failed to act, be referred 
again to his committee for some ac- 
tion. : 

In addition to establishment of the 
arterial boulevards, the survey has 
recommended that step signs at 175 
intersections be eliminated and _ the 
police committee has concurred in 
those. 

Councilman Aubrey Milam, actifig 
chairman of the finance committee, 
has issued a call for 1 o'clock this 
afternoen, an hour before the meeting 
of council, and will urge that all sal- 
ary raises and reinstatements voted 
this year to city employes who make 
more than $100 a month be abrogated 
as an-emergency measure and that 
the sum of $12,600 be set up to pro- 
vide continued operation of the sani- 
tary and construction departments. 

Milam will take the floor of coun- 
cil during the afternoon to demand 
passage of his proposal as the only 
means of providing the necessary 
funds, and will Lave the backing of 
a large group of council members who 
feel that all employes should be treat- 
ed alike.

The announcement by Represent- 
ative Arnall, who is unopposed for 
the position of speaker pro tem. of 
the next house, that he and his co- 
member from Coweta county, Rep- 
resentative Dyer, will introduce a 
bill seeking to substitute a one- 
house legislature of 53 members for 
the present two-chamber general as- 
sembly, presages a heated contro- 
versy in the session which convenes 
in January. 

In taking such action, Georgia 
would not be setting a precedent 
as one state, Nebraska, by vote of 
the people has decided to have its 
laws written after 1937 by a single 
house consisting of not more than 
$0 members and not less than 30. 

The congress of the American 
Confederation, which preceded the 
congress of the constitution, was a 
single-body affair, and the two- 
chamber plan was not decided upon 
without a bitter contest between the 
representatives from the various 
states to the federal convention. 

At that convention, William Pat- 
erson, of New Jersey, contended 
that a two-house congress would be 
a “hotchpotch;” that a single house 
could act with “more energy and 
wisdom;” and that the senate, pro- 
posed as a check on legislation, 
would be an unnecessary and “‘enor- 
mously expensive” experiment. 

These same contentions, plus the 
argument of economy, were ad- 
vanced in the campaign in Ne- 
braska that resulted in a large ma- 
jority of votes being cast in favor 
of the new plan. 

A nation-wide poll on the ques- 
tion of one-house legislatures has 
recently been completed by the Na- 
tional Association of Legislators, 
and the results reveal widely vary- 
ing opinion. It was overwhelmingly 
opposed by politicians, broke about 
even among editors, and was in- 


the care of smallpox victims, with 
these pesthouses generally filled to 
capacity. Now because the south 
has awakened to the necessity of 
vaccination, the disease is rapidly 
disappearing {fn this section. 

Europe, as the result of the gen- 
eral acceptance of vaccination, has 
practically eradicated the disease 
that in early years was its worst 
scourge. In 1931 there was not a 
case in Belgium, Bulgaria, . Scot- 
land, Germany, Italy, Norway, Swe- 
den, Switzerland or Yugoslavia, and 
only 162 cases in France. Other 
nations on the continent, not in- 
cluding Russia, reported only 46 
other cases. 

In England and Wales, where 
“conscientious objectors have been 
exempted from vaccination since 
1907, the story is different, there 
having been reported in the same 
year some 5,665 cases. 

With last year showing, despite 
the large increase in cases in the 
west, less than one-tenth the num- 
ber reported only four years ago, 
the United States is undoubtedly 
on the way to as thorough an erad- 
ication as has been accomplished 
in continental Europe.

Roosevelt Speaks Twice 


TUPELO, Miss., Nov. 18—(AP)— 
Following is a stenographic report 
of President Roosevelt’s address 
here this afternoon: 

Senator Harrison, Governor Con- 
nor, Mr. Mayor, my friends: 

I would not make a speech to you 
today because we are assembled on 
this glorious Sunday morning more 
as neighbors than as anything else. 

I have had a very wonderful three 
days and everywhere .that I. have 
gone, the good people have come as 
neighbors to talk with me, and they 
have not come by the thousands— 
they have come literally by the 
acres. 

This is the first time in my life 
that I have had the privilege of see- 
ing this section of the state of Mis- 
sissippi. Many, many years ago, 
when Pat Harrison and I were al- 
most boys, I got acquainted with his 
stamping ground down on the gulf. 
Today I am especially glad to come 
into the northern part of the state. 

Two years ago, in 1932, during the 
campaign, and again in January, 
1933, I came through Kentucky— 
through the Tennessee valley—and 
what I saw on those trips—what I 
saw of human beings, made the tears 
come to my eyes. The great out- 
standing thing to me for these. past 
‘three days has been the change in 
the looks of people’s faces. 

NOT ENTIRELY 
PHYSICAL CHANGE. 

It has not been only a physical 
thing. It has not been the contrast 
between what was actually a scarcity 
of raiment two years ago or a lack 
of food two years ago—the contrast 
between that and beter clothing and 
more food today—but it is a some- 
thing in people’s faces and I think 
you understand what I mean. There 
wasn’t much hope in those days. 
People were wondering what was g0- 
ing to come to this country. And 
yet today I see not only hope but I 
see determination—knowledge that 
all is well with the country and that 
we are coming back. 

I suppose that you good people 
know a great deal more of the ef- 
forts that we have been making in 
regard to the work of the Tennessee 
Valley Authority than I do because 
you have seen its application in your 
own counties and your owf towns 
and your own homes and, therefore, 
it will be like carrying coals to 
Newcastle for me to tell you about 
what has been done. 

But perhaps in referring to it I 
can use you as a text—a text that 
may be useful to many other parts 
of the nation, because people’s eyes 
are upon you and because what you 
are doing here is going to be copied 
in every state of the Union before 
we get through. 

OPPOSITION 
SLOWLY FADING. 

We recognize that there will be a 
certain amount of—what shall I say?

That means a greater human happi- 
ness. Electric cookstoves and all the 
other dozens of things which, when 
I was in the navy, we used to call 
“gadgets’—we are making it possi- 
ble, all of us working together, to 
improve human life through the in- 
troduction of things that aren't 
especially new so far as invention 
is concerned, but things which’ are 
becoming more and more necessities 
in our American life in every part 
of the country.

AIDING SELVES. . 

And I have heen interested this 
morning in seeing thése new home- 
steads—not just the buildings, not 
just the land that they are on, not 
just the excellent landscaping of the 
trees among which those homes have 
been set, but especially the oppor- 
tunities that those homes are giving 
to families to improve the standard 
of living. 

And finally, my friends, there is 
one thing about all that you are 
doing here in Tupelo, that they are 
doing in Corinth, that they are

SPEAKS 
TO BIRMINGHAM CROWD 
BIRMINGHAM, Ala., Nov. 18—~ 
(AP)—The text of the remarks by 
President Roosevelt in his brief 
train stop today at Birmingham 
follows: 


My visit through the Tennessee val- 

ley region would he incomplete with- 
out a stop in Birmingham, brief as 
that visit must be at this time. I 
remember with great pleasure another 
visit, necessarily brief, in January, 
1933, when as president-elect 1 had 
acquired some first-hand knowledge 
of the problems. of Tennessee and 
northern Alabama. 
I speak of Birmingham as being 
in the Tennessee region because, while 
I appreciate that you are located south 
of the Tennessee watershed, there 
are many economic and social rela- 
tionships between this city and the 
great territory which lies north of 
you. 


CITY’S PROBLEMS 
ARE APPRECIATED. 


_I know something also of the many 
difficulties under which you have 
been laboring in recent years. I 
well understand the problem of the 
heavy industries, such as iron, steel 
and coal—industries upon which you 
so largely depend. They are matters 
of the keenest concern to the whole 
administration. 

The great program of public works 
now in full swing cails for vast quan- 
tities of the iron and steel and other 
capital goods which this area pro- 
duces. 

Definite improvement has already 
made its appearance as it has in the 
coal industry. The succéss of the 
NRA code appears not only in the 
more orderly mining of coal but also 
in the more steady improvement and 
the bigger pay envelops of the thou- 
sands of miners who -were in sore 
Straits before ~he government acted. 


HEARTY SUPPORT 
OF PEOPLE NEEDED. 


_ But, of course; for you who live 
in the economic area of the Tennessee 
valley, the Tennessee Valley Author- 
ity must continue to receive your 
growing interest as it receives the 
growing interest and approval of so 
many other communities. The whole 
project can succeed only if it has the 
wholehearted support and co-opera- 
tion of the people of the area, I par 
ticularly bespeak tie* people of Bir™ 
mingham an active co-operation with 
the Tennessee Valley Authority.

Speakership and Twelve 
Committee Chairman- 
ships at Stake. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(/)— 
Northern and western democrats are 
in a position to seize control of some 
important posts when the house is 
reorganized at the coming session of 
congress. 

Besides the speakership and party 
leadership, 12 chairmanships of com- 
mittees will be at stake. They were 
thrown open by defeats and retire- 
ments of 63 sitting democrats, which 
resulted in a total of 157 vacancies 
on the 47 committees. 

Holding the balance of power with 
193 members, compared with the 129 
from southern and border states, 
northern and western democrats are 
determined to split the party leader- 
ship. They are willing for the speak- 
ership to go south, but want the lead- 
ership and threaten to take both un- 
Jess the southerners clear the way for 
a division. 

Southern and border states control 
30 of the 47 committees, including 
the chairmanships of nearly all the 
major units that formulate legislation. 
Next to New York, which has seven 
chairmanships, Texas is second, with 
six—appropriations, agriculture, inter- 
state commerce, judiciary, rivers and 
harbors, and public buildings and 
grounds.

Assurance of old age retirement in-

SAVANNAH, Ga., Nor. 18.—()}— 
The people of this country, through 


a referendum, should decide whether 
or not the United States should enter 
any. war, Senator Robert M. La Fol- 
lette, of Wisconsin, said here last 
night in a lecture. He advocated 
amending the constitution to make 
such a referendum possible. He also 
predicted passage of an cld age pen- 
sion and employment security acts in 
the next congress. 

Senator La Follette. in giving an 
analysis of the depression, said “that 
if was indisputable that egricultural 
and mass industrial production ‘have 
been solved and that the crisis was 
caused by failure of purchasing power 
to keep up with production.’ 

Until mass purchasing power has 
been restored,” the youthful senator 
asserted, “prosperity will not and can 
not be returned.” 

As the result of the great number 
of men needed to fight the World 
War, agricultural and industrial pro- 
duction were stepped up to an enor- 
mous scale by the use of machinery, 
he pointed ont. 

“Science and invention,” La Fal- 
lette continued, “devised, even after 
the end of the war when the millions 
engaged therein returned to the labor 
markets, many machines that stripped 
production costs and vastly decreased 
the number of persons employed in all 
industries.” 

He said the war accelerated certain 
economic trends in the United States, 
principally the concentration of wealth 
Piste buying power in the hands of the 
ew. 

“This is the end of the era of pri- 
vate capital expansion,” the senator 
said, “and we can no longer look to 
private capital to construct on such 
a scale as to absorb the great mass 
of unemployed. The fact is that there 
can be no production expansion, be- 
cause we can not consume now, with 
such a deflated purchasing power, 
what is already being produced.

UNCLE RAY’S CORNER 


THE BURNING GLASS. 


There are many ways to start a 
fire without matches. Striking steel 
on flint to produce sparks which will 
ignite tinder is one method. A half- 
dozen or more ways of rubbing wood 
on wood to obtain a fire have been 
used by savage tribes. The friction of 
rubbing a gasoline-soaked cloth may 
start a sudden and dangerous blaze.

Berniere’s Burning Glass. 

Still another manner of bringing 
flame is with a “burning glass.” — 

When glass is curved in the right 
way, it can be used to gather rays of 
the sun, bending them so that they 
will strike a certain spot. Many rays 
will supply intense heat, and if they 
come together on a piece of paper or 
other object which will burn easily, 
they are likely to set it afire. 

As a rule, a burning glass is a 
convex lens, a circular piece of glass 
which bulges at the middle. It is 
possible, however, to employ a piece 
of curved glass taken from broken 
bottles of the right shape. People 
have been warned not to leave bottles 
lying in the woods, since the glass 
might turn the sun’s rays toward dry, 


grass or leaves, and kindle a forest | 


fire. 


that people of his time used glass 
globes filled with water as burning 
glasses. This was a case of fire com- 
ing through water. 


The “burning mirror’ serves the 
Same purpose as the burning glass. 
It reflects and bends sun rays so that 
they fall on the substance which is 
to be burned. Such mirrors are used 
today; and hundreds of years ago the 
Aztec priests of Mexico set fire to 
cotton with mirrors of polished metal. 

Perhaps most strange of all is the

starting fires with pieces of ice, curv- 
ed to serve as lenses. The heat is 
not intense as light passes through 
a lens; but when the rays are made 
to focus, they have the -power of 


|| burning. 


Berniere, a Frenchman, who lived 
two centuries ago, built a burning 
glass of great size, and claimed that 
he was able to use it for melting 
metal. Another huge burning glass 
was made by an English lens-grinder, 
for the British government to send to 
China as a gift to the emporor. 

The burning glass is just one of 
many uses for lenses. They are also 
placed in cameras, telescopes and mi- 
croscopes.

Alabama Remains Logi- 
cal Choice To Represent 
East on Coast.

Rice will play Pittsburgh in the 
Sugar Bowl game at New Orleans on 
January 1. 

At least that is the latest informa- 
tion which comes from the Sugar 
Bowl sector where the committee is 
seeking to create a football attraction 
which will rival the Rose Bowl game 
on the coast. ! 

Both Rice and Pittsburgh have been 
approached and both are inclined to 
view the proposition with favor. Rice 
is willing to accept. Pittsburgh is 
still considering the matter. 

ATTRACTION. 

If the New Orleans committee does 
land these two teams it will have an 
attraction which will be worth going 
far to see. Pittsburgh, after its crush- 
ing defeat of the Navy, is regarded as 
the best team in the east. Rice is the 
better of the three good teams in the 
southwest. 

Pittsburgh is holding out for a 
while because Pittsburgh hopes yet to 
be called to the Rose Bowl. The 
Pittsburgh team was defeated by Min- 
nesota but Colgate, the other eastern 
team being considered, is also defeated. 

Minnesota, now that Princeton and 
Syracuse are removed, remains the 
team which would likely receive the 
Rose Bowl bid if Alabama does not 
get it. But there is a rule which 
prevents the acceptance by the Go- 


ers. 
Members of the Big Ten, who would 
like to get the money and the fame, 
preferably the former, for playing in 
the Rose Bowl, blame Michigan for 
the rule. The story goes that years 
ago Illinois was asked to go and 
Michigan, jealous to a fault, insisted 
on high ideals which -permitted no 
such thing as coarse and material 
financial gains. Years later Michigan 
was invited and was very much dis- 
tressed to find that Illinois wished 
Michigan to observe the ethics of high 
ideals. Out of this grew the Big Ten 
rule a. prevents post-season games. 


It is djfficult to see just how any 
team but Alabama can be invited to 
the Rose Bowl. ‘ 

Colgate, for all the publicity about 
her lateral passes, is a defeated team. 
So is Pittsburgh. Rice and L. 8. U.

Alabama is the only logical team. 
Provided, of course, Alabama does not 
lose to Vanderbilt. They could do 
this by too much reading of newspaper 
clippings about how good the Alabama 
team is and forgetting to play *foot- 
ball against Vanderbilt. i 

Princeton is an example. Prince- 
ton refused the Rose Bowl bid before 
it was offered and then lost to Yale.

Seventy-three shooters either shot or 
shot at some 6,000 clay targets. yester- 
day as the biggest one-day skeet event 
in Atlanta history was witnessed at 
the West Efid Gun Club.

And _ there 
were still sportsmen on hand who 
hadn’t so much as fired a gun. 

BEST ALL-ROUND EVENT. 

It was the largest one-day shoot 
both from the standpoint of shooters 
and the number of onlookers. * There 
was a fine climax. Zach Cravey, the 
splendid state commissioner of game 
and fish, whose department sponsored 
the shoot, drove all the way from 
Savannah in order to be on hand to 
present prizes. 

H. A. (Tony) Carter represented 
the state department all day and an- 
swered all questions of sportsmen per- 
taining to the, department. Tony 
finally got a chance to try his hand 
at skeet and broke 12 in his first at- 
tempt. , 

Robert Maddox, who has been a 
field shot all his life, was delighted 
with skeet. “It is a very fine and 
wholesome sport,” he said. “It’s a 
sport that is interesting from the 
viewpoint of both the shooter and the 
spectator. I have been a field shot all 
my life and I am going to try skeet 
at the first opportunity.” 

SON ENTHUSIASTIC. 

N. Baxter Maddox, his son, also at- 
tended and was one of the most en- 
thusiastic boosters of the sport.

Wallace Will Relax 
Corn, Hog. Limits 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 18.—(/)— 
Easing up the drastic crop reduction 
program, Secretary Wallace announced 
today that midwestern farmers will 
in 1935 be asked to keep corn acre- 
age and hog numbers only 10 per 
cent below their 1932-19383 average 
production. 

The reductions compare with the 
26 to 30 per cent eut in corn and 25 
per cent cut in hog numbers required 
under the 1934 contract. 

The maximum corn acreage that 
the new contract signers may plant is 
90 per cent of their average during 
the 1932 and 1933 base period. They 
may, however, make a 3O per cent 
cut in acreage, growing a minimum 
of 70 per cent of the base period, and 
receive benefit payments for the ad- 
ditional 20 per cent reduction.
